MILWAUKEE, Wis, June 4— 
Application of an embargo against 
Italy and Germany was demanded 
of President Roosevelt, the State 
Department and Congress today by 
the Milwaukee Gentral Farmer- 

Labor Progressive Federation. 

The federation set forth its posi- 
tion on the civil war in Spain in a 
resolution, which was adopted 
unanimously and which condemned 
the Nazi bombardment of Almeria. 


Leaders of the Federation were 


empowered to send protests to the 
German and Italian embassies in 
this country against the Hitler- 
Mussolini invasion of Spain and the 
brutal murder of non-combatant 
women and children. 

The Farmer-Labor Progressive 
Federation also. adopted a sharp 
protest against the recent police 
murder of seven steel strike pickets 
at the South Chicago Republic steel 
plant.

Segovia is six miles from La 
Granja, already surrounded an 
Loyalists and expected to 
momentarily. 

Government columns skirted 
around La Granja and swept on to- 
ward Segovia, which is under Loy- 
alist artillery fire. A plane bom- 
bardment of fascist positions last 
night cleared the way for the in- 
fantry in the offensive which, while 
— in its initial stages, is regarded 

as extremely important. 


HELPS BILBAO 
The Segovia drive, in addition to 


shattering~ positions long held by 
the fascists, is forcing Franco to 


withdraw troops from Bilbao to re- 


inforce the Guadarrama front. 

The Bilbao fascist forces are be- 
ing augmented by large contingents 
and Italian infantry, 
which are landing regularly, at San 
Sebastian, a fascist prisoner in the 
Basque capital said. The prisoner 
declared the most recent group 
landed only last Sunday, and was 
scheduled to take the front lines 
in a “death blow” at Bilbao. 

The prisoner also confirmed that 
Nazi artillerymen are directing the 
cannonading in which huge rapid- 
fire guns are pouring shells into 
Basque towns. 


EXPECT CLASHES

Unions, in defense of the Spnaish 
people who have been subjected to 
an onslaught by German and Ital- 
ian fascism. 

“Steadfastly pursuing the policy 
of establishing united action by the 
international proletariat in the 
struggle against fascism and war, 
Standing. unreservedly on the side 
of the Spanish people engaged in 
an heroic struggle against the fas- 
cist rebels and interventionists, the 
Communist International has on 
several occasions proposed to the 
Labor and Socialist International 
the organization of joint action by 
the international workers’ organiza- 
tions as the most decisive means 


in the struggle against fascism, in 
the defense of democracy and peace. 
STRIVE FOR UNITED ACTION 

“Unfortunately these proposals 
have not up till now produced any 
positive results by reason of the 
fact that they have been turned 
down by the leadership of the La- 
bor and Socialist International.

Friends; This Second Congress of American Writers, 
gathering at a moment when world peace is immediately 
threatened by the fascist destroyers of civilization and 
culture, faces most serious tasks. Writers can stand aside 
from the eue that are rending the world only at the 
price of removing them- 
selves from the life of the 
people, the source of all 
strength in their art, and 
of becoming, even if unwit- 


tion. They can join the 
camp of reaction only by 
completely abandoning all 
honesty and decency, not to 
speak of the professional 
stultification of all writers 
who join the goose-step 

of fascism which 
celebrates its victory by 
burning books. Writers 
cannot contribute anything 
to literature today, except 
in the service of the people 
against reaction, fascism, 
and war. The ivory tower has been irretrievably shattered 
by the bombs of Hitler and Mussolini. 

We of the Communist Party heartily welcome this 
great movement of the writers to enter the service of the 
masses of the people. At your First Congress we made 
clear that we do not approach the writers with any ambi- 
tion to transform them into union organizers, or leaflet 
distributors. We join wholeheartedly with those who say 
the task of the writer is to write—and to write more and 
better. There will surely be some writers who will find the 
road to their best material through direct participation in 
the struggles of labor and of the people; all will find in 
these struggles, directly or indirectly, the source of their 
strongest work. But each must find his own way, in free 
consultation with his fellows, and schemes, blue-prints, and 
formal discipline are of less worth in your field than in

almost any other. We Communists are the last to want to 


regiment the writers; you will work out your own disci- 
pline from the common experience of your common work.

& Reinhold Niebuhr charges that the similarities be- 


tween Communist and Catholic orthodoxy are becoming 
| daily more apparent.” Because I spoke in sharp terms 


against a proposal from Waldo Frank that I join him in 


rejecting the evidence and verdict of the Supreme Court 
of the Soviet Union in the trial of the Trotskyite wreck- 
ers and espionage-agents of fascism, Mr. Niebuhr con- 
cludes that “Mr. Browder no doubt imagines himself de- 
livering a mighty excommunication.” He sees in this the 
issue of the “politician” who “dismisses the artist“ with 
. “patronizing abuse.” 

If we Communists had really created such an issue of 


| “politician versus artist,” we would indeed be in a bad 


corner in this Writers’ Congress which consists, presum- 
ably, exclusively of artists of the pen. But I presume to 
declare that Mr. Niebuhr is mistaken, and to feel confident 
that my fellow-artists gathered here will acquit me and 
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are to treat such nonsense ‘with seqpectful consideration. 
No, my dear friends, the small minority of Commu- 
nists who work among you know quite well that you al- 


ready have left far behind such childish views; you know 


that just as politicians can operate in the artistic world 
only on the basis of the intrinsic merits of their art, so 
also the artist can operate in politics only on the merit of 
his political argument, that he has no special privileges in 
this respect, If I should perchance write a very bad novel, 
I hope Mr. Frank the artist will criticize it with a sharp- 


ness equal to that which I directed against his very bad 


politics, ‘ 


No, the issue is not the politician versus the artist, 
and neither is it the Communist Party versus the artist. 
The problems which disturb us aré part of the issue of the 
people against reaction and fascism. The questions of 
discipline which disturb some people are not created by 
the Communists, they arise out of the necessities of battle. 
In its.simplest form, it is the requirement that when the 
democratic front is fighting the open enemy before us, it 
shall not be attacked from the rear by those who . 
to be part of it. 


A typical example is given by the eb N 
against the Spanish people's government by the Trotzky- 
ites and their anarchist allies. 
adopt an attitude of broad toleration of those who preach 
and practice such treason, who in actuality become the 
agents of the fascists? It is clear to most of us, I think, 
that no argument and no consideration of any kind can 
justify treason of this open sort. Anyone who defends it, 
has no place in the anti-fascist, pro-democratic front. To 
the hundreds of thousands of victims of Franco there was 
added at one blow 900 dead behind the front by the Trotz- 
kyites. Of what use that Ben Leider, the Lincoln Bat- 
talion, the International Column, go to Spain to uphold 
the Spanish Republic, if we fraternize at home with those 
who help organize insurrection against that same govern- 
ment? No, we Communists want no relations whatever 
with such traitors, and in this we are joined by all honest 
democrats. This is no private issue of discipline of ours, 
it is the discipline that is imposed upon every enemy of 
fascism.

it is only we of the democratic camp who are still so 
afflicted with confusion among our weaker sisters that we 
sometimes allow our lines to be broken by sentimentalists 
and muddle-heads; the price we pay for this weakness is 
counted in the lives and blood of thousands of our own 

comrades.

Without fundamental discipline in the democratic 
front, the front against fascism and war, the victory of 
fascism is inevitable. We Communists accept that disci- 
pline for ourselves; we make great sacrifices to maintain 
it. We subordinate our own desires and judgments to the 
necessities of creating and maintaining the united front of 
all anti-fascist forces. We are not trying to impose our 
own discipline upon other individuals or groups. We call 


which is a necessity for our common victory. 


Is there anything in this which is alien to the world of 
letters? Is that regimentation, is that intolerance, is that 
crushing the free spirit of truth? No, on the contrary, it 
is the fundamental condition without which all culture, 
which is the social organization of the search for truth, is 
doomed to destruction. Culture, the search for ever higher 
truth, is not the enemy of discipline and order, it is not 
anarchistic; quite the opposite, it is the creator of organ- 
ization and discipline, it is the instrument whereby the pro- 
gressive and democratic forces consolidate themselves, it 
is the hallmark of our camp as opposed to that of the fas- 
cists.

0 wes the death of the Spanish-Fascist-

about the death of Mola is the fact 
that it took place after the deadline set by the Fascist 
military experts for the capture of Bilbao. 

Not long before the Deutschland-Almeria and Mola 
incidents, the German military took an extremely 
pessimistic view of the Fascist chances of victory in 
Spain. Deutscher Ware, organ of the German general 
staff, recently estimating the failure of Gen. Mola, 
just before his futile effort to take Bilbao by June 1, 
said: 

“The mere fact that the fall of Madrid seems to be 
further off than ever, that the army of General Mola 
must even defend itself against serious attacks by the 
enemy, shows clearly what changes have taken place 
in Spain during the recent perior insofar as the forces 
opposing the rebels are concerned. As early as No- 
vember, the attempt to take Madrid by a frontal 
attack failed following the support given the Valencia 
Government by the Russian and international forces. 
The battles of Las Rozas, despite the tactical victory, 
did not have the desired effect, that is, they did not 


Because of the growing rift between the various 
factions among the Fascists—Monarchists, Carlists, 
Phalangists and their foreign allies—how or why Mola 
met his death is open to question. Whether accident 
or no, the result, in view of the failure of the Fascists 
at Bilbao, must be an intensified conflict within Span- 
ish Fascism.

EXICO CITY.—Today we drove out to visit the 

Pyramids at San Juan Teotihuacan, some forty 

miles from the city. This is one of the Sacred Cities 

of the Toltecs, whose empire flourished and had already sunk into 
ruins when the Aztecs arrived, thousands of years ago. 

Here ate these Pyramids, as grandiose and mysterious as those in 


Egypt. Enormous monuments of a strange prehistoric civilization, they [~ 


are, with the temples in Yucatan

A great cultural renaissance has accompanied 

the Mexican revolution. Archaeology, the uncover- 
ing of monuments such as these Pyramids, has been 
a revolutionary factor in this new Mexican culture, 
Under the leadership of one of the greatest minds 
on the American continent, Dr. Manuel Gamio, 
the Mexicans have dug into their ancient Indian 
history. 

The Indians form a majority of the cg 
people.

Every day new discoveries are made of the genius of this great

A Dead City 

Around the sacred temples and pyramids there once flourished 
4 city of some 40,000. Now there is nothing but a typically straggling 
and poor adobe village. Dr. Gamic has made a remarkable social study 
of the region. The Indians ate more, dressed better, were healthier 
and wiser and happier in ancient times, he has found. 

Around the Pyramids all the fields are literally choked with relics 
of the mighty past. Today when the peasants plough behind their 
oxen, they turn up hundreds of little pots, terra cotta figures, and 
the like, all of them really museum pieces. 

Swarms of men, women and kids assall every tourist and offer 
him these little bits of ancient sculpture. For ten centavos, three 
Yankee cents, you can buy a tiny Toltec face in stone or olay. I filled 
my pockets with them, and it was all very strange. 

My father and mother were immigrants to the United States. 
I am the first generation here, therefore a fit subject to be snubbed 
by the high-bosomed dames who have six or seven generations of 
Yankee behind them, and who. belong to the DAR. 

But the sweet-faced old Indian woman in a straw sombrero who 
sold me the Toltecs faces had some fifty, sixty or even more genera- 
tions behind her on the American continent. Her people had never 
moved from this place; she was a Toltec. ? 

The ladies of the D.A.R. were mere parvenus and immigrants com- 
pared to her. Why were they so proud of a mere two hundred years 
priority over me? This old lady wasn't proud; she was simple as the 
sun and rain of her native land. :

Motoring back from the Pyramids, we saw a curious sight along 
the road. Béfore the old Cathedral at Acolman, the peasants had 
erected a primitive wooden platform. On this a company of them 
dressed in bright costumes were dancing to the music of a band 
The band would stop and then would go through a sort of theatrical 
performance. It went on for hours and hours. 

Some were dressed in a kind of Spanish toreador costume; the 
other half were dressed in long black wigs and helmets. One party was 
supposed to be the ancient Mohammedans, the others were the Span- 
jards. 
These ragged peasants were enacting the story—of the Crusades. 
A Mohammedan and a Christian would fight with their tin swords on 
the shaky platform, shouting insults at each other. The Christian 
would invariably conquer the Mohammedan, who knelt in submis- 
sion. Then the Christian, in resounding rhetoric, preached the mercies 
_ of Christianity to him, and baptized him. 

Around the platform the whole village sat or stood, chewing gum 
that peddlers sold, or eating ice cream cones. Dogs barked, there was 
dust, the sun was hot. Everything was casual, with that easy informal- 
ity that very old religions have. Even on the platform, some of the 
actors, iittle boys and men, chewed gum or snacks as they whirled 
round and round. 

The early priests had begun the tradition of these festival plays 
hundreds of years ago, to teach the illiterate Indians their religion by 
the best and oldest of all teaching methods—the dramatic form. 

And here I was seeing it in 1937, I, a motor tourist from New 
Tork. I had just come from the prehistoric Pyramids, where I had 
bought souvenirs from the ancient Toltecs. Now I was witnessing an- 
other page of history—the birth of the European drama. 

For it was miracle plays such as this, enacted on crude wooden 
3 before the cathedrals of Europe in the middle ages, that 

finally crystallized and gave birth to the theatre of Shakespeare! 

“And that night, taking our dinner in a Mexico City restaurant, we 
gat next to 4 group of German Nazis and listened to their throaty and 
worried talk about Hitler and his messy new world. 


In one day we had passed rapidly through the history of the 


human race up to date—and this is part of the enormous fascination 
Mexico has for every student of human history.
